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Vocations shortfall? Impact may be lessened here

Will the Church ever run out of priests? 
No. To think otherwise would admit the 
possibility that Jesus could abandon His 
Church; there will always be men to 
answer the call. But that doesn’t mean 
that there is not now a serious shortfall — 
many call it a crisis — in vocations to the 
priesthood. 


However one compiles the statistics, 
the number of priests is declining while 
the Catholic population is rising. And not 
only will there be fewer priests working 
harder, longer hours in years to come, but 
their median age will be going up at the 
very time the demands placed upon them 
increase. 

THE NUMBER of priests in this 
country may well be chopped in half by 
the end of the century — only 17 years 
from now. There are 58,000 priests in the 
U.S. today, with an average age of 52; 
many of them are already retired or only 
ministering part-time.

FATHER MURPHY was born 
November 12, 1916, at. Barradull, 
Killarney, Co. Kerry. He attended St. 
Brendan’s Seminary, Co. Kerry, and in 
1942 was ordained to the priesthood in 
Ireland, but for the San Diego diocese. 
His first assignment was at St. Francis de 
Sales Church, Riverside. 


Father Murphy served at a number of 
parishes in the north and south of the 
diocese, and was pastor of St. John 
Church; Encinitas, from 1961 until he 
went to St. Mary eight years later. 


He was elected to the Priests’ Council 
in 1979 and named episcopal vicar for the 
Escondido deanery the following year. 
Father Murphy was appointed to the 
diocesan Board for Educational 
Ministries in March of 1980. 


Vatican Council, the diocesan priesthood 
has decreased by almost one-fifth, and the 
number of seminarians has been slashed 
by almost three-quarters.

Henry F. Fawcett and Father 
Mark Campbell — point out that what 
the Roman Catholic Church in Imperial 
and San Diego Counties lacks in home- 
grown vocations will continue to come 
from other dioceses, both here and

Synod of Bishops convenes in Rome to 
look at decline in use of the sacrament

In the mind of Pope John Paul II, there 
is no, question but that many Catholics 


- seem to have lost all sense of personal sin, 


and the marked decline in the practice of 
individual confession and the reception of 
the sacrament of penance only proves it. 
He has asked the bishops of the world for 
help. 


Starting today (Sept. 29), more than 
200 of them will gather in Rome to 
consider the issue. This sixth World 
Synod of Bishops will continue 
throughout much of October, and four 
Americans are among the delegates. 
(Pope John Paul II also appointed two 
Americans as his ‘‘personal’’ delegates: 
Cardinal Timothy Manning of Los 
Angeles and Archbishop Edmund Szoka 
of Detroit.) 


““WITHOUT MEANING to 
anticipate the deliberations of the Synod, 
we believe that the present state of affairs

Spiritual ‘disease’ 
affecting Church? 


CHICAGO (NC) — In the past 25 
years, a spiritual ‘‘disease’’ has created 
turmoil within the Catholic Church by 
undermining its teaching and practice, 
according to a Catholic moral theologian. 


Germain Grisez, professor of Christian 
ethics at Mount Saint Mary’s College in 
Emmitsburg, Md., spoke about what he 
called ‘‘neo-Gnosticism’’ after receiving 
the fifth annual Cardinal Wright Award 
of the Fellowship of Catholic Scholars 
Sept. 18. 


‘“‘NEO-GNOSTICISM,”’ said Grisez, 
is an ‘‘unhealthy spiritual process’’ which 
arises from ‘‘pseudosex,’’ thé view that 
sexual behavior is a means for self- 
gratification rather than for living out 
married commitment. 


Neo-Gnosticism also holds that ‘‘sin is 
inevitable but that God will mercifully 
save everyone.’’ It rejects elements of 
dogma which involve bodily reality and 
historical facts, such as original sin and 
the virginity of Mary, Grisez said. 

In 1958, ‘‘traditional moral standards 
were unquestioned by most Catholics,’’ 
said Grisez, but today many Catholics 
‘‘replace received Catholic moral

GRAVE TENSIONS — Archbishop Juan 
Francisco Fresno Larrain of Santiago, Chile, 
made another appeal for peace in his country 
during a church service attended by Chilean 
President Augusto Pinochet, Vatican Radio 
reported. The grave tensions experienced by 
the country call for ‘‘understanding and 
mutual respect’? by all parties, he told an 


audience that included Chile’s top government 
and religious leaders.

ALCALA PARK — Optimism 
tempered by reality describes the outlook 
of the diocesan vocations team. 


“The caliber of people we’ve seen 
ordained and the great seriousness with 
which they approach their spiritual life’ 
make Father Peter Escalante hopeful 
about the state of vocations. He’s been 
vocations director since July. 


HIS ASSOCIATE, Franciscan Sister 
Bonnie Pelloux, feels similarly. ‘“My 
optimism comes from the fact that I 
believe the Lord continues to call people 
and I believe our diocese is responding to 


that by offering a good. vocations 
program,”’ she said. Sister Bonnie has 
five years experience in vocations 
direction. 


But do those who are called to a 


vocation respond to it? There are several 
reasons many do not, they agreed. 


‘“‘There’s a whole gamut of things. It is 
not easy to say number one, two and 
three,’’ Sister Bonnie said. ‘‘Some of the 
reality of why we don’t see vocations are 
not really obstacles, they are just facts.’’ 


FOR INSTANCE, many young adults 
pursue a career during their post-high 
school years and postpone thoughts of a 
vocation until they have settled into a 
career. 


That wait can be bad and good. ‘‘Some 
of the candidates we see are older,’’ she 
added. Many of them are more mature 
and secure in their vocation. But for 
some, the wait can be too long. ‘‘At the 
same time we lose some young people that 
way.’ 

Making decisions when there are so 
many alternatives is difficult for young 
people, Father Escalante said. ‘“They’re 
exposed to so much...it’s a mixed 
blessing. It’s great there’s that 
opportunity, but for some it puts them 
into a state of indecision.”’ 


IN PAST generations it was acceptable 
to become a priest, but ‘‘nowadays there 
is not as much social acceptance’’ in the 
priesthood, Father Escalante said. People 
have to find a way to encourage vocations 
because it takes ‘‘courage’’ to answer the 
call now, he added. 


The increased involvement of the laity 
may have something to do with a decrease 
in the number of vocations, Sister Bonnie 
said. ‘‘In the past there was such a 
definite separation between the clergy and 
laity. Now, there’s so much opportunity 
to work within the Church. It’s not an 
obstacle, but people are finding other 
ways to serve the Church besides being a 
priest or Sister.”’ 


Sister Bonnie and Father Escalante 
have met no women who are concerned 
about the possible difficulties of adjusting 
to.community life or wearing a habit. 
“‘The type of lifestyle is not a big issue,’’

Sister Bonnie said. Women are concerned 
with discerning their call, not with the 
specifics of Religious life.

1,300 attend Catechetical Institute

ALCALA PARK — The ‘‘delightful 
confusion”’ of the post-Second Vatican 
Council years included some false starts 
in catechetics, but those attempts are 
finally ‘‘coming to fruition,’’ religious 
educators were told at the 1983 Fall 
Catechetical Institute. 


About 1,300 people attended the bi- 
lingual institute at the University of San 
Diego Sept. 24. The closing Mass in 
Camino Theater was celebrated by 
Auxiliary Gilbert E. Chavez. 


ATTENDANCE AT the annual day 
of workshops was so massive that three 
general assemblies had to be held; one 
was in Spanish and the other two in 
English. 


The English-speaking audience listened 
to Dr. Thomas Groom, author of the 
soon-to-be published God With Us 
program of the Sadlier Co. Dr. Groom 
also is a fourth grade CCD teacher on the 
east coast. 


*‘1’m convinced there is nothing the | 


Church does in the world that is more 
important than how we will educate,’’ he 
said in his early-morning address. Years 
ago a debate raged over the 
‘‘kerygmatic’’ and ‘‘experiential’’ 
approaches to religious education, Dr. 
Groom said, adding that he thinks a 
balance of both systems should be used. 


THE KERYGMATIC approach is 
concerned with focusing on dogma and 
Church teaching and tradition, while the 


experiential system helps students see 
God and the Church in everyday 
experiences. 


“*The task of the educator is to balance 
(the new and the old) in a fruitful 
tension,’’ he explained. 

While Dr. Groom advocated blending 
the kerygmatic and experiential 


approaches, his talk, entitled ‘‘Shared 
Christian Praxis,” mainly dealt with the 
experiential. 


PRAXIS IS an ‘in word’’ for 
“earning from life.’? Shared Christian 
Praxis is a recognition that ‘‘the seeds of 
the divine are in the everyday,’’ a thought 
shared by St. Thomas Aquinas, Karl 
Rahner and Hebrew scriptures, he said.

Pope says contraception is ‘profoundly illicit’

CASTELGANDOLFO, Italy (NC) — 
Persons who use methods of artificial 
contraception claim for themselves the 


role of God and reject providence, Pope 
John Paul II said Sept. 17. 


The pope made the observations in a 
20-minute talk to 50 priests who were 
taking part in a seminar on ‘‘Responsible 
Procreation.”’ 


THE POPE said that users of artificial 
contraception ‘‘attribute to themselves a 
power that belongs only to God: the 
power to decide in the final instance the 
coming into existence of a human being.”’ 

“They attribute to themselves,’’ he 
added, ‘‘the quality of being not 
cooperators in the creative power of God, 
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festival’s icine’ students have: created 
posters for display in La Jolla shops, 
banks and other areas permitting public 
announcements.

but the ultimate depositories of the source 
of human life.” 


He observed that ‘‘no human being 
comes into existence by chance’’ and that 
a person “‘is always the result of God’s 
creative love.”’ 


‘““CONTRACEPTION is to be judged 
objectively so profoundly illicit,’’ said the 
pope, ‘‘that it can never, for any reason, 
be justified.”’ 


‘To think, or to say; anything to the 
contrary is tantamount to saying that in 
human life there can be situations where 
it is legitimate not to recognize God as 
God,’’ the pope observed. 


“The man and the woman are the 


arbiters, they are not masters, called as 


they are...to be participants in the 
creative decision of God,’’ he said. 


THE PONTIFF told the priests that 
their understanding of the theological 
reasons behind the impermissibility of 
artificial contraception was a 
‘‘responsibility most’ urgent’’ and that it 
is ‘‘not in fact sufficient that the teaching 
be faithfully and adequately proposed’’ 
but that they should be able to show ‘‘the 
reasons most profound.”’ 


In addition to the theological reasons 
which the pope advanced, he said there 
were anthropological arguments against 
artificial contraception. 


The sexual act should symbolize in 
marriage the complete donation of the 
essential beings of two persons to each 
other, the pope explained. 


““THE CONTRACEPTIVE act,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘introduces a_ substantial 
limitation from within of this reciprocal 
donation and expresses an objective 
refusal to give to the other all the good of 
femininity or masculinity.” 

The pope spoke, too, of the difficulties 
which couples may experience in being 
faithful to the law of God and said that 
such couples should be helped in a fitting 


manner. 


Such assistance, he said, however, does 
not include ‘‘graduating the law of God in 
applying it to various situations in which 
the couples are found.”’ 

JOHN PAUL added that the grace of 
God often makes it possible for people to 
do things they could not otherwise do and 
that people in difficult situations should 
have frequent recourse to the sacrament 
of penance and the Eucharist. 


_All people ‘‘are called to holiness, and 
marriage is a vocation which can demand 
even heroism,’’ said the pope.

No priest, no Eucharist 


The Holy See’s Doctrinal Congregation has 
réleased a statement condemning as ‘“‘absolutely 
incompatible with the faith’’ any view holding that the 
Eucharist can be celebrated without a sacramentally- 
ordained priest. 


Some people will conclude that the chief targets of 
this letter are Belgian theologian Father Edward 
Schillebeeckx and Swiss theologian Father Hans 
Kung, both of whom have espoused the idea that, at 
least in cases of necessity, the Eucharist can be 
solemnly consecrated by baptized persons who are not 
ordained priests. 


In the view of Father Schillebeeckx, ‘‘The election 
and recognition by the community is decisive.”’ 
Sacramental ordination is secondary, in his view. 
This position runs directly counter to the doctrine of 
two general councils of the Church: Fourth Council of 
the Lateran in 1215, and Second Vatican Council, 
1962-65. 


There is a certain freedom which must be accorded 
theologians as they speculate on aspects of Church 
doctrine. 


Ideally, speculative theology is an exercise which 
should enhance the rational arguments supporting the 
teaching of the Church and should contribute to the 
building up of the faith. 


Within theological circles, there should be a certain 
mutual criticism supportive of orthodox Church 
teaching. 

In this time of rapid communication, it is possible 
to disseminate erroneous views without the 
counterbalance of profession or magisterial criticism. 


In the case at hand, the principal objective of the 
Vatican letter is to serve as a corrective to those 
Religious and lay persons who have chosen to act out 
the practical consequences of such _ theological 
speculation. 


The letter makes it crystal clear that anyone who is 
not validly ordained cannot consecrate the Eucharist. 


This letter is timely, because it enhances our 
understanding of the importance of the priesthood in 
the life of the Church. 


For almost two decades, we have been faced with 
diminishing vocations to the priesthood. Many who 
might feel the stirrings of a call to serve the Church as 
priests could be discouraged by an attitude within the 
Church which questions the relevance of the priest. 


Surely it was such practical consideration which 
evoked the strong statement from the Doctrinal 
Congregation, which had the full support of the Holy 
Father. 
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Washington Letter

With a presidential election year just 
around the corner the U.S. bishops 


, appear to be walking a fine line in their 


handling of their new pastoral letter on 
war and peace as it relates to the political 
process. 


On the one hand officials at the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
in Washington have emphasized that the 
pastoral is ‘‘not open to partisan usage.”’ 
But they have also said that the pastoral 
was intended to shape the political debate 
on arms control and that the pastoral 
serves as a moral yardstick against which 
political positions on war and peace can 
be measured. 


The latest effort to clarify their position 
came after the chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee, 
Charles T. Manatt, gave a speech which 
some interpreted as a Democratic effort to 
show that the pastoral is more closely 
aligned with Democratic principles on 
arms control than with Reagan 

-administration policy. Msgr. Daniel F. 
Hoye, NCCB general secretary, in 
addition to cautioning against partisan 
usage of the document, alluded to areas of 
the pastoral — such as first use of nuclear 
weapons — where the bishops disagreed 
with both Democrats and Republicans 
who have occupied the White House. 


Still it was inevitable that partisan 
efforts would be made to embrace the 
pastoral. And despite the bishops’ latest 
those efforts are likely to 
continue as arms control becomes a major 
election-year issue and as Catholics find 
the two political parties seeking their 
loyalty on the arms issue. 


The Reagan administration already 
has on several occasions attempted to link. 
the pastoral with its arms control policies. 


First there were the comments from 
State Department officials last April 
welcoming the third draft of the pastoral 
‘as an endorsement of ‘‘many of the far- 
reaching objectives which the 
administration seeks.’’ Defense Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger three weeks later 
delivered a speech listing areas of 
agreement between the pastoral and 
administration policy. (Like Manatt, who 
spoke at Jesuit-run Georgetown 
University, Weinberger’s speech was at 
another Jesuit institution, Fordham 
University.) 


President Reagan himself attempted to 
embrace the pastoral when, in a question- 
and-answer session with reporters the day 
after the pastoral was approved last May, 
he said that ‘‘in reality there are many 
things in there (the pastoral) that we’ll 
have no quarrel with at all.’’ 


The State Department’s reaction to the 
third draft brought the first attempt by 
the bishops to divorce themselves from 
partisanship. The president of the 
NCCB, Archbishop John R. Roach of St. 
Paul-Minneapolis, and the chairman of 
the committee which drafted the pastoral, 
Cardinal Joseph L.- Bernardin of 
Chicago, issued a statement citing areas 
of significant disagreement with U.S. 
policy and saying the pastoral dealt with 
issues ‘‘which have been central to the 
policies of every administration of the 
past four decades.”’ 


The director of the bishops’ Office of 
International Justice and Peace, Father J. 
Bryan Hehir, the chief adviser to 
Cardinal Bernardin’s committee, has said 
the pastoral will have an impact on the 
1984 elections because it ‘‘will help keep 
the nuclear question before the American 
public as one of the central issues by 
which any candidate or party ought to be 
judged.”’ 

What the bishops want then is for the 
pastoral to become the basis for public 
discussion in a number of arenas — 
political, educational and religious, for 
example — but not to become a 
document that any one candidate or party 
can identify as its own. 


The value of sacrifice 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Ending his summer rest outside 
Rome, Pope John Paul II told- 60,000 visitors in St. Peter’s 
Square Sept. 21 that it is Christ’s sacrifice on the cross which 
saves mankind. 


At his weekly general audience the pope announced that he 
would not be returning to his residence at Castelgandolfo, south 
of Rome, where he had spent the summer. While living at the 


_lakeside villa he had returned to the Vatican briefly on 


Wednesdays for his weekly general audience. 


In his talk, the pope noted that humankind has been saved by 
Jesus Christ and quoted St. Paul’s proclamation that ‘‘Christ 
loved us and gave Himself up for us, a fragrant offering and 
sacrifice to God.”’ 


“*The redemption of the world and the redemption of each one 
of us was accomplished through the sacrifice of Christ on the 
cross,’’ the pope said. 


““By this sacrifice,’’ he added, ‘‘we are freed from sin and 
restored to grace. We receive the promise of life everlasting and 
the_pledge of communion with God for all eternity.”’ 


In stressing the union of Jesus and humanity, the pope said 
that Jesus sacrificed Himself in the name of humanity and as its 
representative, Christ could act for all humankind in virtue of the 
solidarity He acquired with human nature through the 
incarnation, he said. 


“‘He effected it as an act of love and spontaneous obedience,”’ 


the pope said, ‘‘thus realizing the design of God through which . 


He became the new Adam and mediator of justice and mercy for 
all mankind.”’ 


While touring the audience crowd in the square, Pope John 
Paul stopped to speak with a group of youths about the value of 
sacrifice in their lives.

What about indulgences? 


Recently I participated in an ecumenical discussion at a local 
Lutheran church. During the social afterwards, a gentleman who 
identified himself as a former Catholic asked me, “‘What have 
you done with purgatory and indulgences?”’ 


Shortly after that discussion, ‘a national team of Catholic and 
Lutheran theologians announced completion of a landmark 
agreement on justification. The full text of the 21,000-word 
consensus statement has not yet been released, but the Lutheran 
co-chairman of the team issued a communiqué for the group 
which reported: ‘‘We recognize that there are differences 
between our two traditions with regard to the doctrine of 
justification, but we are convinced that these are not church- 
dividing.”’ , 


During the past 18 years, the U.S. Lutheran-Roman Catholic 
dialogue has gained a reputation for its scholarship and advanced 
ecumenical thinking. Previous consensus statements have been 
published on the Nicene Creed, Baptism, the Eucharist as 
sacrifice, Eucharist and ministry, papal primacy, and the 
infallible teaching authority of the Church. Despite the 
consensus, however, each of these statements points out areas of 
continued doctrinal disagreement between the Lutheran and 
Roman Catholic traditions. Whether these disagreements are 
‘‘church-dividing’’ must be determined by the _ highest 
authorities in both traditions. 


Of the topics which have been discussed by the dialogue team 
since 1965, ‘‘justification’’ is certainly central to any hope for 
Lutheran-Roman Catholic reunion. It is ecumenically 
encouraging that 20 Lutheran and Roman Catholic theologians 
agreed: ‘‘We can and do confess together that our hope for 
salvation rests entirely on God’s merciful action in Christ.’ It 
might well turn out, however, that their statement will not help 
answer the gentleman’s question about purgatory and 
indulgences.

Go gently or raging into the night? 


The other day I picked up a book that had just come in 
the mail, with the intention of dipping into it here and 
there, as is my habit, to get the ‘‘feel’’ of it before 
beginning to read it. I began the introduction, sat down 
and continued to read. Two hours and 126 pages later, I 
closed the little book at its final pages, utterly charmed. 


It was in the nature of a memoir — or rather reflections 
upon his life by a well-known theologian now nearing his 
70s. It was a gentle, humorous, honest and sensitive 
commentary on the life and thought of a man, a priest, 
which he called Musings on the Human Journey. There 
was an unself-conscious warmth and willingness to risk 
vulnerability that I found profoundly pleasing. The depth 
of insight I had expected. The human charm I had not. 


BUT ONE paragraph arrested my attention and 
caused me to stop for a while to think about it. It seemed 
to fall out of symmetry. After what seemed to be a 
triumphant affirmation of life, the author speaks of death 
as a darkness, a negation of self. ‘‘And so I fear that, like 
Dylan Thomas, I ‘shall not go gently into that good 
night.’ I am much more likely to ‘burn and rave at close 
of day; rage, rage against the dying of the light.’ ”’ 
~ He goes on to say that in the awareness of the darkness 
of death one needs a new conversion to the Risen Christ. 
Even while following this thought and understanding his 
position, I wondered why it is that we still so often

Every generation in the Church uses the ‘‘ancient 
Church’’ as a referral point for directions. A priest told 
how he was trying to find such direction to solve the 
problem of ‘‘the age of confirmation.’’ That continues to 
bother some bishops, priests and religious educators who 
want to push that age to more mature years. This priest 
proposed that in the early stages of its development, the 
sacrament was conferred at a young age. But that was 

_ done because the child would be handed over to the total 
~ Christian community where he could be further taught in 
Gospel values. . ; 

While today we try to provide experiences and 
Christian works to be done by candidates for 
confirmation, do they afterwards take up a more active 
role in the ‘‘totally Christian community,’’ the parish? 
Mostly the answer is no, because how many parishes are 
that complete Christian community? In fact, today the 
parish has become a sort of umbrella of smaller and 
sometimes contrasting groups. 

BUT RESEARCH is telling us that even in the days of 
the early Church the communities were not that 
completely Christian, or better still, they did not all agree 
what the Christian demands were on the man or group. 
Scripture scholars are now demonstrating how many 
varying currents there were in those early churches, how

perceive death as darkness or ‘‘dying’’ of the light. If we 
are to accept evidence from people who have experienced 
something very akin to death as blazing or brilliant light 
and heightened awareness, how can we still fear its 
approach? 


St. Paul speaks of death as transition, as change, the . 


culmination of a life of constant transition and change, 
and I suppose a degree of fear has bound us in each of 
those times of change. We talk of the stress inherent in the 
movement from childhood to adolescence; to early 
adulthood, middle age and old age; to death. 


THERE IS always some fear of the unknown, some 
reluctance to leave what is familiar and has meaning to 
us. Fortunately we are usually surrounded by people who 
have made the transition successfully and so are able to 
share their experiences and offer a helping hand or word 
of advice and encouragement. Except in the transition 
through death. Here we have to rely on belief in the 
scriptures and faith in.the promises of God! Here is the 
truly unknown into which we must journey alone, leaving 
all that we love and know and cherish. 


Perhaps we in the Church have come to cling too 
strongly to life because in the past we have been called to 
negate it! Perhaps the idea of going ‘‘gently’’ into death 
seems a little pious and morbid in our self-assertive age.

many varieties of expression, and even different practices. 
Scripture scholar Father Raymond Brown a few years ago 
examined those communities who were reflecting the 
thought and teaching of the author of the Fourth Gospel, 
“*the beloved disciple,’’ and showed their divergence. He 
explained those groups were sometimes in conflict with 
one another. 


Now Father Brown and John P. Meier review two 
other early churches, one at Antioch, the other at Rome, 
to explore the thesis that from the beginning there were 
very diverse views within Christianity in those cities. 


Antioch, explained by Meier, is believed to be the place 
where St. Matthew’s Gospel was written. It is the city 
where it may be true the name ‘‘Christian’’ was first 
given to the new believers, but where there were 
divergences. Meier proposes at least four different groups 
within the Christian community who held, if not 
contradictory, at least diverse views on what was the 
essence of the Christian life. Father Brown devotes 
himself to Rome and develops his evidence from St.Paul, 
the First Letter of Peter, and Hebrews, which to him show 
there was development, and even change in a ‘‘Christian 
community.”’ 


SOMETHING LIKE this is still happening today. So 
while we talk about the Catholic Church in America, we 


We must, of course, celebrate life, for to do less would be 
an insult to its Creator, but may we not also celebrate 
death as the great fulfilling and ultimate step in our 
human and Christian destiny? 


If I should perceive death, not as the dying of light but 
as the coming into true light — not as the destruction of 
the ‘‘I’’ who has lived this life, but as the final awareness 
of who that “‘I’’ really is and where I fit into the plan of 
Life itself — should I really flinch from it?

I hope that I will find it as exciting and 
challenging and full of promise as all the other transitions 
of life. I hope that it will not be difficult to relinquish the 


beauty and wonder of this life in the belief that the best is 


yet to come. 


It seems most fitting to go gently into the presence of 
the infinitely gentle God and the fire of His incomparably 
gentle love — gently and gratefully, valuing the gift of life 
in its proper perspective and welcoming the gift of death 
in its.

must be aware that diocese differs from diocese just as 
cultural patterns change from region to region. And even 
in the same diocese one parish differs from another in the 
way it expresses its Catholic life. As we said above, within 
the same parish there can be varieties of Catholic 
maturity and understanding. 


We continue to pursue that mysterious thing, that will- 
o’-the-wisp: community. We talk about it, celebrate it; 
too often it ends up as one meaning for a pastor and 
another to its Catholic leaders. How can then the growing 
Christian, having been confirmed, continue to be 
nurtured in the Christian community? 


The question of age of confirmation will continue to be 
debated. The Bishops’ Committee on Liturgy recognizes 
diversity and suggests that this.matter not be legislated 
nationally but to continue the practice of allowing local 
decisions. This is probably a reasonable decision, because 
the nature of the local church, that is, the diocese, is 
supposed to be known by its shepherd, the bishop. It is 


-this leader who recognizes it as it was in the days of the 


early Church, what is the general state of the Christian 
life there. It is better to let the local community, into 
which the confirmed person is to be returned, say how 
and when it is ready’to aid in the continued growth of that 
Catholic.

In the first article we discussed the unparalled 
dimensions which in vitro fertilization introduces into the 
entire birthing process, dimensions with concerns as 
broad as medical, moral, parental and legal. 


In the second article we explained in detail the actual 
process of in vitro fertilization. We also noted the meaning 
of artificial insemination by the husband (homologous) 
and by a donor (heterologous). 


IN THE third article we merely introduced this part by 
reiterating the Church’s teaching that marital love and 
procreation are not separable realities, that sexual love 
involves an acceptance of the responsibility for 
procreation. 


In 1956 in his address to the Second World Congress on 
Fertility and Sterility, Pope Pius XII again emphasized 
the absolute inseparability of the unitive and procreative 
dimensions of marital intimacy. Specifically he said, ‘“On 
the subject of the experiments in artificial human 
fecundation in vitro, let it suffice for us to observe that they 
must be rejected as immoral and absolutely illicit.’’ 

Pope Pius XII’s teaching on this subject remains the 
official teaching of the Church to this date. Because of this 
fact, we need to study the teaching. carefully. 

FIRST, THE teaching seeks to protect the value of 
intimacy between wife and husband. The Church fears 
that in vitro fertilization can too easily convert marriage 


and human sexuality into a biological laboratory. The 
personal dimension of the couple is highlighted in this 
affirmation. 


Second, the teaching seeks to protect the value of the 
human expression in the marital action of intercourse. In 
his 1956 address, e.g., the pope emphasized, ‘“The child 
is the fruit of the conjugal union when that union finds full 
expression by bringing into play the organic functions, 
the associated sensible emotions and the spiritual...love 
which animates it. It is within the unity of this human 
activity that the biological prerequisites of generation 
should take place.’’: 


Third, the teaching seeks to protect the value of the 
inseparability of the unitive and procreative aspects of 
human: sexuality. There is a related aspect to this 
teaching, although not contained explicitly within the 
teaching itself: the dimension of experimentation. 


FOLLOWING THE lead of Pope Pius XII on this 
subject, some authors have included in the reasons not 
favoring in vitro fertilization the belief that this process 
actually involves human experimentation without consent 
(i.e., of the potential child). 


I would suggest that this aspect of.experimentation 
without consent might be better focused if we center in on 
the first part of the process, as explained in article two. 


We here noted that several ova are placed in a dish 


containing blood serum and nutrients. Male sperm is 
then added for fertilization. 


ULTIMATELY, however, only the fertilized ovum 
which has the best potential for normal human growth is 
placed in the uterus. The other fertilized ova are 
discarded. This dimension of in vitro fertilization presents 
the most problematic area and must be condemned since 
human life is present from the moment of fertilization. 


A final element contained within the traditional 
teaching involves the question of attaining the male 
sperm. 

We mentioned earlier in this series that the respected 
Jesuit moralists Vermeersch and Kelly taught the moral 
permissibility of artificial. insemination by the husband, as 
long as the sperm was not obtained through 
masturbation. 


WE NOTED that Pius XII later disavowed this 
teaching, speaking fundamentally about interfering with 
the plan of God in the procreation of new life. 


Implicit in this teaching, however, is the classical 
teaching of the Church that the direct action of 
masturbation is always objectively wrong, no matter what 
the intent of the person involved. 


Masturbation for purposes of attaining sperm for in 
vitro fertilization is thus not acceptable in the official 
teaching of the Church.

For the U.S. bishops going to Rome, getting Catholics, 
clergy and laity alike, back to basics will no doubt be the 
priority. Reading between the lines of their statement, 
their concerns are obvious: persons who don’t believe it is 
possible to sin will have nothing to ask forgiveness for, as 
will those who believe they are forgiven by a loving God 
without the necessity of priest and sacrament. 


EVEN THE very name of the sacrament and the 
discipline surrounding it has undergone a dramatic 
change since the Second Vatican Council: confession is 
reconciliation; confessionals are reconciliation rooms; the 
option of face-to-face confession can subtly alter, some 
critics say, the priest-penitent relationship to that of 
counselor-patient; the sacrament has taken on a 
communal rather than an individual aspect; at times the 
faculty for general absolution without individual 
confession has been abused; and the norm of first 
confession before first Holy Communion has sometimes 
been lost in the shuffle. 


While still open to the ‘‘new possibilities’” surrounding 
the rite since the Council, the four U.S. bishop-delegates 
still ‘‘believe that for compelling theological, pastoral and 
ascetical reasons, private individual confession of sin is 
and will remain a necessary part of the sacrament’s 
ordinary form.”’ 


‘No pastor can be complacent about the evidence that 
people who need the sacrament are today either not 
_ receiving it or receiving it very seldom,”’ they said. ‘‘In 
particular we are conscious of the importance of 
encouraging children to make regular reception of 
penance an important part of their spiritual lives.”’ 


HAVING SAID what needs to be done, what the 
synod, called ‘‘Penance and Reconciliation in the Mission 
of the Church,’’ will actually accomplish remains to be 
seen. The synod is deliberative and consultative, an 
exercise in the collegiality envisioned by the ‘Second 
Vatican Council. But its decisions have neither the force 
of law nor the magisterial authority of an ecumenical 
council. This much has been acknowledged by 
Archbishop Josef Tomko of Czechoslovakia, secretary of 
the synod. 


While the final say belongs to Pope John Paul II alone, 
the synod is ‘‘conceived as a participation of the delegates 
of the Catholic episcopate in the pastoral care which the 
successor of Peter has for the whole Church,’’ said the 
archbishop. 

This is the sixth time a pope has assembled a synod of 
bishops. The first was called by Pope Paul VI in 1967 to 
discuss the planned revision of the Code of Canon Law, to 
take effect this Nov. 27; the last one, in 1980, on 
Christian family life, resulted in Pope John Paul II’s 
apostolic exhortation Familiarts Consortio. 


DESPITE ITS lack of real power, any vote by the 
synod ‘‘carries a qualitative ecclesiastical weight,”’ 
Archbishop Tomko told a group of 90 visiting U.S. 
bishops in Rome last month. 


‘On the basis of that conviction,’’ he said, ‘‘John Paul 
II strove to introduce — sometimes ad litteram (to the 
letter) — the 43 propositions of the last synod 
into...Familiaris Consortio.’? The expectation is that the 
pontiff will give equal weight to the conclusions reached 
by the 1983 synod. 


Several common concerns emerged, especially from the 
West, as the Vatican compiled the preliminary input from 
the world’s bishops that led up to the fixing of an agenda 
and discussion topics for the synod. They are, said 
Archbishop Tomko: 

e ‘The increase of a certain ‘clashing’ at various 
levels of communitarian, social, ecclesial and civil life; 

e ‘‘The rather generalized decline in the sense of sin, 
tied to the decline of the sense of God caused by multiple 
factors; 


e ‘The growing falling away from the sacrament of 
penance; 
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e ‘‘The insufficient and not always faith application 
of the Ordo Penitentiae,‘‘ the Church norms for 
administering the sacrament of penance. 


THE CLERGY must share some of the blame for the 
downturn in sacramental confession, Archbishop Flores 
said before leaving for Rome. 


‘‘The number of priests and bishops receiving the 
sacrament of reconciliation has decreased too, and so has 
the number of priests willing to administer the 
sacrament...we can come out with a good document, but 
it will mean nothing unless we are willing to practice 
reconciliation both within and outside of the sacrament 
ourselves.”’ 


Pope John Paul takes a dim view of general absolution, 
noted Archbishop Flores, ‘‘but the topic is unavoidable. 
It’s in the minds of a lot of bishops’ conferences. Given 
the shortage of priests in many places, some feel there is 
no option but general absolution. It’s a problem in Latin 
America for sure, and it’s getting to be that way in the 
United States.”’ 


‘SIN SAN Antonio we have situations of one priest for 
1,500 families. Deacons help us in our ministry, but 
absolution is limited to the priest.”’ 


(In cases where the Church allows general absolution, 
there is still the absolute requirement that the recipients

go to individual confession at the first opportunity. Nor is 
this likely to change, even if the pope does ease up on the 
very limited opportunities when general absolution, short 
of the danger of imminent death, is allowed.) 


Both Archbishops Flores and Tomko share the view 
that individuals need to assume a personal lifestyle of 
reconciliation, marked by inner conversion and personal 
penance, for the sacrament to become revitalized; true 
reconciliation also entails sacrifice. 


SAID ARCHBISHOP Tomko: ‘‘We need to improve 
our self-control. That’s what we learn to do through the 
practice of penance. We’re not here to use, abuse and 
consume all that we can lay our hands on.”’ 


A lifestyle of true reconciliation, he added, also requires 
Christians ‘‘to become reconcilers in the society around 
us, workers of justice and peace in the family, at work, in 
our city and in our society.”’ 


Only time will tell if the synod can reverse the dramatic 
decline in sacramental confession experienced over the 
past two decades since the Second Vatican Council. 


BUT LIKE the new vision of shared responsibility 
among the bishops contained in the council documents, 
the synod is an expression of the collegiality among the 
world’s bishops which marked the council itself. 


House extends Hyde abortion $ ban 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Another one-year extension 
of the Hyde amendment’s ban on federal funding of 
abortions was approved by the House of Representatives 
Sept. 22. The vote was 231-184. 


The measure approved by the House would be more 
stringent than current law by prohibiting even funding of 
abortions to save the life of the mother. 


BUT REP. Henry J. Hyde (R-Ill.), sponsor of the 
amendment for the past seven years, assured House 
members a life-of-the-mother clause would be added in a 
House-Senate conference committee. 


Current law allows federal funding of abortions in such 
life-of-the-mother cases. 


Pro-life groups immediately hailed the vote as a major 
victory, particularly after last summer’s Supreme Court 
abortion decision and the defeat two weeks later in the 
Senate of a constitutional amendment sponsored by Sen. 
Orrin G. Hatch (R-Utah). 

ALSO, OPPONENTS of the abortion funding ban, 
led by Rep. Henry A. Waxman (D-Calif.), have begun a 
drive to restore government funding of abortions for poor 
women. 


“The substantial margin of victory is another 
indication that public sentiment is strongly opposed to the 
use of tax money to fund the destruction of innocent 
unborn babies,’’ said Jean Doyle, president of the 
National Right to Life Committee, in a statement. 


House members had to settle for the more stringent 


Hyde amendment after a committee-approved version 
permitting the life-of-the-mother exception was removed 
from the bill on a technicality. 


AS IN past years the amendment was attached to the 
annual appropriations bill for the Departments of Labor 
and of Health and Human Services. 


During the nearly one-hour debate on the amendment 
Hyde argued that Congress ‘‘should not impose on 
millions of taxpayers the terrible violation of their 
consciences of forcing them to subsidize abortion.”’ 


But Rep. Patricia Schroeder (D-Colo.) objected to the 
more stringent language, saying that forcing poor women 
to carry their pregnancies to term made her ‘“‘terribly 


angry.’ 


NOTING THAT only two of her four children have 


- lived, Mrs. Schroeder said, ‘‘I wish that I were the type of 


woman who had children terribly easily, but I am not and 
many others are in the same situation.”’ 


PHILADELPHIA (NC) -- The world is losing its sense 
of sin, Cardinal John Krol of Philadelphia told 250 priests 
Sept. 14. The cardinal said that priests should preach

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Local seminarians reflect 


diversity but common faith

If you ever have the chance to ask a few 
of San Diego’s seminarians why they are 
studying for the priesthood, be prepared 
to listen to different and interesting 
stories. You won’t find any stereotypes. 
You will find men of various ages with 
diverse backgrounds coming together to 
form a community with a common goal. 
They have each responded to the 
challenge of discerning a call — a call to 
serve God’s people and to proclaim the 
good news of Jesus Christ as priests. 


Let me introduce you to a few of the 
guys at St. Francis Seminary studying for 
the Diocese of San Diego. 


Now Tommie Jennings (T.J.) is not 
your average guy. He’s about 6’2”’ and 
built like a Mack truck. T.J. is 34 years 
old, an ex-Marine with ten years of 
service, and to top it off, a convert from 


Alabama. That’s Baptist country. TJ. 
converted to Catholicism when he was 25 
and thought about priesthood for a long 
time: “‘I wanted to make sure it wasn’t a 
fancy illusion.’’ He speaks gently when he 
describes the men and the variety of gifts 
they each bring to uplift the community. 


Todd Salzman went to University of 
San Diego High School, across the street 
from the seminary, for four years. He is 
19 and in his second year at the seminary. 
Todd is probably one of the most down to 
earth and easy-going young men you will 
ever meet. When I asked him what led 


him to St. Francis, he explained that he ~ 


had been inspired by the priests he had 
known. The most positive aspect of the 
seminary for Todd is ‘‘the support and 
the love shared between the community 
as a whole.”’ 


Miguel Figueroa, 24, is the oldest of 


nine children, but only by eight minutes. 
He has a twin brother. Miguel is 
originally from a little town close to 
Guadalajara, Mexico. He is quiet and 
soft-spoken, but if you listen closely, you 
begin to appreciate the courage and the 
faith of this man. He came to the U.S. on 
a student visa when he was 16. Because of 
the obstacles he had with English and the 
time spent working to help support his 
family, Miguel never received a formal 
high school diploma. It was only during a 
bilingual program at Palomar Junior 
College that he was able to acquire the 
credits needed to go to San Diego State 
University and eventually the University 
of San Diego. Asked about his reasons for 
considering the priesthood, he replied, ‘‘I 
feel I have a devotion to it. I want to help 
the Spanish-speaking community, as well 
as Others.”’ 

Scott Burnia, 25, spent four years in a 
Benedictine monastery before applying to 
study in San Diego. “‘I really valued my 
faith above everything, and I felt I could 
utilize my faith in the priesthood better 
than any other life style. I wanted to be 
more involved with people.’’ 


Tomasz Bysiek is a 21-year-old 
seminarian from Poland. When I asked 
him what he thought about the United 
States, he replied, “It was my dream 
always to come here. I never thought it 
would be possible. I feel happy here. It is 
the greatest time in my life.’’ Tomasz 
thought about the possibility of 
priesthood while studying at the Catholic 
University in Lublin, Poland. He also 
spent time in Rome before coming to the 
U.S. four months ago. Listening to 
Tomasz speak about Europe and his 
homeland is fascinating — and he can do 
so in any of five languages he speaks 
fluently. 


These are just a few of the men 
studying for the priesthood in the Diocese 
of San Diego. They each have gifts and 
talents to share. Yet, as one of the new 
guys put it, ‘‘Everyone here, so far as I’ve 
met, is just a normal person. They like to 
be themselves.”’

Busy people can forget that. We can miss God’s 
attempts to reach into our lives and speak to us. A tiny 
child, born with a head too big for her body, has much to 
teach us about our value system as she valiantly struggles 
day after day to lift her head. We can be moved to deeper 
sensitivity for fragile human beings through the 
recognition of fear in a young child’s eyes. 

Even movies, such as Gandhi, can reveal God to us. 
Like Gandhi, the awareness of our own ‘‘devils’’ can lead 
us to non-judgmental acceptance of and patience with the 
“‘devils’’ of others. 

Prayer can help us call attention to the ‘‘mini- 
resurrections’’ in our lives — foretastes of the 
Resurrection which is to come: times when all is pure joy, 
when Jesus seems very near and very dear, when life is 
precious and appreciated, when nothing seems too hard 
or too challenging. Resurrection is the central message of 
Christianity and its reality cannot help but express itself 
in our experiences as — through prayer — we more 
deeply comprehend its significance. 

When bad things happen to the good, but busy person, 
prayer becomes -a ventilation of feelings of anger, 
frustration and rebellion in the face of life’s contradictions 
and sufferings. At such times, Jesus reminds us that He 
experienced the same feelings and asked the same 
questions. 

In sharing the lonely walk He made, under the weight 
of the cross, we may come to understand that our lives are 
not problems to be solved, but mysteries to be lived. If we 
listen really attentively, we may hear ‘‘My grace is 
sufficient for you.”’ 

This world of ours is God-centered. If we think 
otherwise, we miss the mark of our existence. All that is 
good and true and beautiful comes from God, in the 
center of our being. 

We can forget this if we get too busy to pray. We can 
look for the right things in the wrong places. Unless our 
busy-ness finds its nourishment in the center of our being, 
it can never be more than “‘sounding brass’”’ or ‘‘tinkling 
cymbals’’ or, worse still, just a ‘‘clanging clip.”’

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The Catholic Church in the United States ts 
running out of priests, the director of the U.S. 
bishops’ committee on vocations, Rev. Robert 

' Sherry confirmed recently. Speaking in San 
Francisco at a symposium on church priorities, 
he described the vocations crisis as complex, 
confusing and tied to a lack of clarity about the 
meaning of vocation, Church, priesthood and 
ministry. The text of his address follows. 


In the next half hour I shall speak of the 
vocation situation as being critical, 
complex and current. I have come to 
defend the observation that the Catholic 
Church is running out of priests. First, I 
will cite some critical statistics. I shall 
then identify some of the major causes for 
the decline in vocations by addressing 
some of the complex issues in our Church 
in vocation ministry. Finally, I will 
conclude by mentioning some current 
positive programs, hopeful signs and 
potential projects to reverse the critical 
decline in vocations. 

Statistically, since 1965 the number of 
diocesan priests has declined 18 percent, 
the number of women Religious has 
declined 30 percent, the number of 
Religious priests has declined 1 percent 
and the number of Religious Brothers has 
declined 35 percent. 

The number of seminarians has 
decreased 75 percent from 1964 until 
today. 


At the same time the number of 
Catholic parishes has increased by 7 
percent and the number of Catholics has 
increased 9 percent. Obviously, the 
workload of the clergy and Religious has 
considerably increased. 

The only optimistic note is that in the 
United States there is one priest for every 
854 Catholics, while in Latin America the 
ratio is one priest for each 6,500 
Catholics. ; 

Some say that by 1990, Spanish- 
speaking persons will comprise 50 percent 
of the U.S. Catholic Church. Today there 
aré only 400 Hispanic seminarians and 
only 850 Hispanic priests. 

Comparatively, there are 
approximately 1 million black Catholics, 
being served by only 250 priests, with 
only 215 seminarians. 

Encouragingly, seminarians in the 
Third World countries have steadily 
increased. Africa today reports 4,000 
major and 23,000 minor seminarians. 

If the vocation picture is critical, it is 
also complex and confusing. It is complex 
because-we live in an age of transition. 
Our time in history is characterized by a 
variety of opinions. Most of us grew up in 
an era in which everything seemed certain 
and true. We memorized our catechism, 
recited our prayers, received infallible 
answers and never questioned authority. 
Today we often experience a galaxy of

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opinions on practically every issue. 
Catechisms are obsolete, prayers are 
supposedly spontaneous, infallibility is 
doubted and authority is often suspect. 
It is difficult to get a straight answer to 
any doctrinal question; morality contains 
no absolutes; canon law has just been 
rewritten; liturgy is often ranked 
according to the ability of the celebrant. 
Yes, we live in a time that is complex 
and confusing. We experience a clash 
between universal Catholic principles and 
individual local freedom, between 


. collegiality and subsidiarity. It resembles 


the problem of ‘‘the one and the many.”’ 

We use the one word ‘‘vocation,’’ but 
it has many meanings, as do the words 
“‘ministry,’’ ‘‘priesthood’’ and 
“‘church.”’ 

The lack of definition, of focus, in these 
issues negatively affects the vocation 
picture. For instance, the word 
‘‘vocation’’ used to refer only to priests 
and Religious. Now it is more inclusive, 
referring also to each person’s call to 
holiness, each person’s call to proclaim 
the word of God. In the revised Code of 
Canon Law, vocation also refers to the 
lives of married couples. So when a 
person hears ‘‘vocation’’ he or she must 
wonder what it meant: the universal call 
to the many or a particular call to one 
person for ordained or vowed leadership 
in the Church community. 

Another example of lack of clarity 
concerns the role of the mission of the 
Church. Is the Church primarily a 
hierarchically organized institution 
consisting of clergy and laity? Or is the 
Church primarily the whole people of 
God, united in grace and love one with 
another? Or is the Church primarily the 
worshiping community of believers, 
united by sacraments as a sign of the 
union of God and man? Or is the Church 
the guardian of the value of human life 
responsible for transforming secular life 
and human society with the values of the 
kingdom of God? Or is the Church all of 
these at once? 

These differing emphases affect 
vocations to priesthood and Religious life. 
Their complexity confuses many, so 
much so that very often a person cannot 
determine what it means to be a priest or 
what ministry he would be performing. 

Even the nature of priesthood today 
cries out for clarification. Many priests 
are reluctant to encourage others to 
become priests because of their own lack 
of personal identity. In this age of 
transition many priests experience pain 
through a loss of identity, personal and 
professional. 

I can practically sense the pain in the 
lives of the many priests who left the 


Even in age of transition, Holy Spirit will 


active ministry for these reasons and the 
ones today who still struggle with their 
identity. In this age of transition, when so 
much seems to change so often, more 
than just a few priests project a poor 
image of satisfaction and happiness in 
their lives. 


If the words vocation, church and 
priesthood are unclear, so also is 
“‘ministry.’? Most of us remember when 
ministry was a very Protestant word. 
Now we Catholics use it all the time to 
refer to everything from the ministry of 
the housewife cleaning the house to the 
ministry of the ordained bishop. 
Practically everyone, and everything he 
or she does, is referred to as ‘‘ministry.”’ 
Some people want to clarify this by saying 
ministry refers only to those officially and 
publicly designated as minister; others 
observe that by virtue of one’s baptism he 
or she automatically is a minister. Again, 
clarity is needed. 

These four words (vocation, church, 


- priesthood and ministry) are central to the 


internal nature of the Church. And, 
because we are in a state of transition, a 
necessary transition following the Second 
Vatican. Council, complexity and 
confusion exist. Confusion leads to 
frustration and frustration leads to 
exhaustion. Anyone who is exhausted in 
his or her work cannot be a suitable model 
for others and hence is not able to 
encourage others to ‘‘Come follow me.”’ 

I stress the encouragement aspect in 
vocation recruitment because of the 
findings of a recent study which shows 
“that having received encouragement for 
a vocation is the strongest predictor of 
whether or not the respondent ever 
thought of having a vocation.”’ 

Before I go into the current programs 
and hopeful signs, let me identify other 
factors which hinder vocational 
recruitment. 

Over the past 15 years in vocation work 
I would surface the following as the chief 
reasons offered for an. individual not 
seriously considering priesthood: (1.) the 
confusion regarding the role, identity and 
mission of the priest and the Church; (2.) 
the confusion regarding the role and 
ministry of the laity; (3.) institutional 
structures governing who can be ordained 
or called back to priestly service; (4.) 
mandatory celibacy; (5.) the need for 
making a permanent lifelong 
commitment; (6.) lack of formation 
programs suitable for minority groups; 
(7.) the disregard for the role of women 
to be ordained to the diaconate or 
priesthood. ; 

These seven reasons, each of them 
complex in itself, affect possible

candidates in various: ways, but none as 
much as iack of encouragement. Each 
calls for an examination, but each is 
mostly not within the grasp of a local 
vocation director to affect in any tangible 
manner. Encouragement can be done 
without structural change. 

Let me move now to the third part of 
my presentation. I wish to identify some 
of the more important and _ positive 
actions being taken, and others which 
many would like to see happen in 
vocation ministry. 

Let me say first that years ago I 
believed that vocation work was like a 
bow and arrow. By that I mean that if I 
selected the right bull’s-eye, I would score 
a hit. I believed that if I designed the right 
vocation program and aimed it at the 
right person, I would have a recruit and 
the vocation problem would be solved. 
After a few years of shooting my arrow, I 
discovered that I was not getting many 
bull’s-eyes. 

I developed a new image. I now look at 
vocation ministry as a chess game. On the 
opposing side of the board are many large 
and many small obstacles, each having 
differing powers and functions, each of 
which can be moved in different ways. So 
our side of the chessboard must develop a 
coordinated effort to move pieces together 
to resign the opposition. We must take 
notice of all the players to know what 
movements in society, Church, schools 
and families motivate a person to first 
consider a vocation and then to act. 

I have identified already several of the 
opposing players: confusion, structures, 
societal pressures and lack of 
encouragement. Now let me _ identify 
some of the players on our side: what we 
are doing and hope to do as hopeful signs 
of resigning the vocational crisis. 

First, let me state that there are five 
national organizations which deal 
extensively with vocations: the National 
Catholic Vocation Council; the National 
Conference of Diocesan Vocations 
Directors; the National Conference of 
Religious Vocations Directors; the 
National Sisters Vocation Council and 
Serra International. 

In addition to the good work these 
groups are doing, there are other hopeful 
signs on the vocation horizon. There has 
been a marked increase in the number of 
“‘older’’ or ‘‘second career’? men and 
women applying as candidates to the

priesthood, Brotherhood and Sisterhood 
today. 

Certainly the increasing development 
of lay ministry is a positive sign of the 
Church experiencing growth in this 20th 
century. Serving as full-time directors of 
religious education, youth ministers, 
parish and diocesan administrators, 
catechists, musicians, lectors and special 
ministers of communion is a splendid sign 
of the total Christian community 
responding to the graces of baptism and 
confirmation. 

Nor should we overlook the many 
prayer campaigns in local parishes as a 
visible sign both of concern for the crisis 
and a response to Jesus’ command: 
‘‘Pray to the Lord of the harvest to send 
more laborers into his harvest.’’ 

Many dioceses and Religious 
communities are establishing both 
residential and non-residential ‘‘contact 
programs’’ to keep in regular contact with 
potential candidates. These are becoming 
more numerous and successful all around 
the country. 

Now let me turn to some hopes and 
dreams. In order to make more successful 
moves on our chessboard, we need to 
have a complete set of players. There are 
several projects which’ need to be 
introduced in order to counteract the 
difficulties which face vocation 
recruitment. ; 

I referred to the lack of a clear focus or 


- identity of the priest and Religious in 


order to develop a more fitting identity 
and image, may I suggest your 
consideration of two projects. 

First, there is needed a _ well- 
documented booklet which would trace 
the development of the role, identity and 
mission of the priest, especially in relation 
to lay ministers. The confusion can be 
clarified by bringing together in one 
volume material that would identify and 
clarify the theological trends and pastoral 
role of the priest, Religious and lay per- 
son in today’s world. This booklet could 
be used in classrooms and clergy and 
Religious continuing education seminars, 
as well as by lay persons, to gain a better 
sense of the distinctive but overlapping 
and cooperative roles of priests, Religious 
and laity. 

Second, the National Catholic 
Vocation Council is seeking funds to 
sponsor a national media campaign for 
radio and televison spots on public service

time. The spots would be intended to 
update the image of priests and Religious 
from the monk who sheepishly makes 
divine manuscripts on a copy machine or 
appears to have become saintly by the 
snap-crackle-pop sounds of a breakfast 
cereal, to a more realistic and sensible 
image. 

Another project is based on _ the 
philosophy that success breeds success. 
This project would bring together only 
the most successful vocation recruiters in 
the country; the idea being to determine 
from them what is actually working to 
attract new recruits. We could duplicate 
those efforts elsewhere. 

Finally, the greatest hopeful sign comes 
from a study on Catholic youth. The 
study showed that at the present time 
there are approximately 1.65 million 
young women who have at least 
considered a vocation to Religious life 
and 1.15 million young men who have 
considered a vocation to the priesthood or 
Religious life — both between the ages of 
21 and 30. The hopeful sign is that there 
are people willing to serve, willing to give 
their lives in service to God and His 
Church. All we need to do is determine 
ways to encourage and support their 
decision. We can do it if we want to do it. 

In conclusion, the crisis and confusion 
in vocations are not recent phenomena, 
although today they are receiving more 
publicity. Even in 1950, Pope Pius XII 
wrote of the vocation: challenge when he 
said: ‘‘As you well know, after the long 
and varied upheavals of the recent war, 
the number of priests both in Catholic 
countries and in the missions has often 
fallen behind the ever-growing needs.”’ 

Nineteen years later Pope Paul VI said 
that the shortage ‘‘brings everyone to 
understand the urgency and the moving 
nature of the problem of vocations.”’ 

More recently Pope John Paul II put 
the vocation crisis in a wider context by 
saying: ‘‘The problem of priestly 


vocations is, and I will say so openly, the 
fundamental problem of the Church.”’ 


I have tried to place the crisis in the 
context of contemporary America and 
simultaneously in the context of serious 
and confusing issues facing the Catholic 
Church in the United States today. I have 
suggested some possible projects to lessen 
the decline. Together we can do good 
things to help give clarity, provide 


- leadership and promote and encourage 


vocations so that we Catholics continue to 
truly proclaim the beautiful and 
refreshing Gospel of Jesus Christ. 


We know that the present response is 
not adequate. Yes, we are in a time of 
painful transition. But we must bring 
clarity where pluralism breeds confusion; 
we must bring encouragement where 
exhaustion breeds discouragement; and 
we must bring light where darkness 
breeds reluctance. 


The grave questions confronting us 
now concern the future forms and styles 
of Church leadership. Can we who live in 
this age and cannot long for an age that 
was and will never be again, can we 
people of the post-Vatican II Church 
develop leadership styles consistent with 
our 2,000-year tradition but still relevant 
to the needs of today? Can we develop 
with sufficient imagination and 
simultaneous appreciation for our 
Christian heritage, can we develop forms 
of leadership and ministry suitable to the 
call of the Holy Spirit? Do you want to be 
served by an itinerant priest maybe only 
once a month or do you want to enjoy the 
privilege of being a member of a 
eucharistic community, a priestly people, 
called to praise God and announce His 
good news? 

Together, I believe we can trust in the 
Holy Spirit and call forth leaders for the 
Church of tomorrow.

How realistic are our expectations of priests?

The Vincentian priest may. have had it right when 
Father John Grindel said at a meeting that seminaries are 
caught in a bind because of the many differing and even 
contradictory demands made on their professors as to 
what kind of priest shoud be the end result. The Religious 
concluded: ‘‘For the seminaries to continue to try to meet 
all the expectations of the various models of priesthood is 
suicidal.”’ 

Various models: recently a ‘“‘job description’’ for a 
parish priest came across the desk. Just looking at it (2 


pages, 7 categories, 35 points), it is impossible for anyone . 


to have met or to meet the various “‘duties and re- 
sponsibilities’’ that someone says the modern priest now 
has. As with so many job descriptions, it is filled with 
great expectations and not much reality. In the 
description the priest is responsible to the bishop of the 
diocese and to the people of the community, already two 
different sets of expectations. His ‘“‘job’’ falls under 
Liturgy, Education, Community and Public Relations, 
Finance and Administration, Staff and Parish 
Management, Personal and Spiritual Life, with the

seventh division a catch-all: ‘‘to perform any other duties 
and responsibilities as directed by the Ordinary, or if 
appropriate, by the parish council.’’ (Now there are three 


‘expectations; the parish council is not always the voice of 


the parish.) 

Under Liturgy, his task is to foster ‘‘praying the 
Liturgy of the Hours,’’ as the prayer of the parish 
community. The priest has great difficulty getting at least 
half of his people to Sunday Mass. He has to work hard to 
get good liturgical participation and then to have them 
participate in something that this culture does not permit: 
public choral prayer? That’s as realistic as another: ‘‘to 
encourage and invite suggestions from parishioners on the 
effective and meaningful participation in the liturgical life 
of the parish.’’ Lovely, but how real an expectation? 

The priest’s job, under Community and Public 
Relations, is to promote a ‘‘good working relationship 
with law enforcement agencies, as well as have such 
relationships with local and regional planning boards and 
similar community organizations.’’ How many hours, 
how many meetings would such a task, well-nigh 
impossible, involve? He is to do this while he gets the laity

involved in financial and administrative matters, 
meanwhile seeking help from professional accountants. 
But he is also a staff manager, so the priest is charged to 
promote intellectual and theological growth among the 
members of the staff, which includes social gatherings as 
signs of appreciation. All this and many other things 
which just can’t be done in the real world by a priest- 
pastor. 

If we understand, Father Grindel’s point is this: the 
seminarians who sign up for the seminaries expect to 
serve the parishes in one manner. Today’s parishioners, 
however, expect a different type of priest. But the local 
bishop who sends the seminarians has yet another view. 
The pastors who will receive the new priests add their own 
version of what they expect, while the cultural differences 
between one community and another ask for frequent 
reorientation. 

True, the formation of today’s priest for tomorrow 
demands serious attention. But if this job description is a 
sample, it is doubtful whether the present pope, a number 
of cardinals, bishops and a great many of the clergy could 
even begin to meet 50 percent of the demands.

‘*As men and women of God, we find 
ourselves at sometime or other...caught 
in a no-man’s land — too far along to go 
back, too far-back to go forward,’’ said 
Benedictine Father Cyprian Davis, 
professor of Churck history at St. 
Meinrad Archabbey, St. Meinrad, IN. 


Father Davis gave the opening address 
at the third annual joint conference of the 
National Black Sisters’ Conference, the 
National Black Catholic Clergy Caucus 
and the National Black Catholic 
Seminarians Association. The 
conference, ‘‘Who Do You Say That I 
Am?’’ was held at Jackson State 
University in August. 


‘‘One of the things that any spirituality 
should do is provide a road map for those 
who travel in the particular circumstances 
of their own age,’’ Father Davis said. “‘I 
believe that within the framework of our 
traditional Catholic spirituality, bolstered 
by the strength of our own black spiritual 
tradition, there is a place for such a road 


map.

‘*To be a black Religious or priest is to 
partake of this mystety of Christ as 
mediator. It is to become a bridge. The 
price of mediatorship...the cost of being a 
bridge...is that one must be stretched to 
reach both sides...it is also the cost of 
being placed on the cross — to be 
suspended between heaven and earth and 
to join the one with the other,’’ he said. 

Formed during the late 1960s to 
address racial oppression in Church and 
society, the groups at the conference 
represented the leadership of black 
Catholics in the United States.

‘‘Without this, the minister is not really 
ministering, but posturizing.”’ 

Brother Rowe also congratulated 
Capuchin Brother Booker Ashe, recipient 
of the clergy group’s Brother Joseph 
Morgan Davis Award. He said the award 
is given ‘‘in honor of people who 
challenge slavery every day, who spend 
their human treasure for liberty, feeling 
in their bodies, minds and hearts that the 
coin of human purchase is one side pain 
and the other joy.”’ 

Brother Ashe was honored for 20 years 
of service as director of the House of 
Peace Community Center in Milwaukee.

prison five years ago when either people were killed, 
including the director (warden), Sister Antonia requested 
and received permission to move in and live with the 
prisoners in an effort — later proved successful — to 
establish greater rapport and reduced tension. La Mesa 
Penitentiary has separate facilities for men and women; 
Sister Antonia was given a cell in the women’s section. 

A native of California, Sister Antonia was born and 
reared in Beverly Hills and later lived in Laguna Beach. 
A mother of seven children, Sister Antonia took vows 
before the Most.

A reflection... 


Father William Early 

When white light passes through a prism, it reveals 
itself to be colors of red, orange, yellow, green, blue, 
indigo, violet. Jesus, the prism of God, reveals Himself in 
the colors and shapes of the creation He has redeemed. 

My relationship to that creation is an accurate 
transcript of my relationship to Christ. Health, 
prosperity, a happy family life and good friends, those 
assets of life — the positive, are all ways of knowing Jesus, 
in the glory of resurrection and the power it gives. 

Pope Paul VI, however, said that the Church must not 
only be poor but also seem poor. The second John Paul 
identifies the Church with a mandatory ministry to those 
oppressed by hunger, sickness, politics — those on the 
negative side of life. 

Three modern saints further enflesh these ideas. Edith 
Stein, the Jewish convert, Carmelite nun, martyred by 
the Nazis, said to know Christ fully is to experience the 
cross. Dorothy Day informed a co-worker that the smelly, 
old, syphilitic woman waiting for a bed was to her Jesus 
Christ. Mother Teresa of Calcutta shares the poverty of 
the poor by being poor and can describe a beggar’s death 
as something beautiful. 

It is no idle coincidence that when Jesus gave bread and 
wine as the symbol and reality of Himself, He said: ‘“This 
is my body broken for you. This is my blood shed for 
you.’’ In broken bodies and bleeding wounds, in broken 
hearts and shattered spirits, I experience an aspect of the 
Christ that I can in no other way. 

Sometimes He calls me to clean the sores or shoulder 
the tears of His own self suffering in others. Sometimes I 
protest and then accept some manifestation of Him in my 
own weakness. I discover this to be worth all when 
through it I realize the completeness of Jesus and deepen 
my relationship with Him.

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Vocation to single life 
also call to live, to do 


By Nancy Schorb - 
There is a great debate about the 


validity and productivity and direction of 


all vocations. We are in a season of 
change in all areas of our lives and we are 
being forced to examine and evaluate 
existing ideas and life styles. 

People who are married, or about to 
be, are examining the roles and norms of 
the past. In some cases, they are altering 
or discarding the past and creating new 


ones. Those in Religious life are 
undergoing similar growing pains. 
Communities of women and men 


Religious are analyzing their past in order 
to create new and exciting directions for 
the future. We who are single are also 
beginning to enter the debate and look for 
new directions and understandings about 
a misunderstood, rapidly growing 
vocation. 

The three vocations have always been 
clearly and easily defined: married, 
Religious, single. The problem comes 
when you try to describe them. Two are 
easily described, but the third has always 
seemed to defy description. We who are 
called to the single state are confused, so 
no wonder that those who are not so 
called are utterly baffled. 

The reasons why people are confused 
about the vocation to single life are many. 
First, there seems to be a lack of choice by 
the single person. Often, single people 
themselves do not perceive their life style 
as a choice, but rather see it as a 
continuation of what has always been. 
After all, we are all born single. We have 
always been taught that to choose means 
we take one or more different options. I 
call it the ‘‘fork in the road syndrome.’’ 
Single people need to appreciate that to 
keep the status quo is also a choice — and 
a viable one. 

Another problem that leads to 
confusion about the single life is the lack 
of a public commitment ceremony. The 
bride and groom have the opportunity to 
stand before friends and family and 
declare their intentions and pledge their 
lives. We have sacramentalized their 
union and society approves and supports 
them in their new life. 

So, too, women and men Religious 
have an opportunity to proclaim their 
intentions and pledge their vows to God. 

These advantages are not open to the 
single person, yet. 


Another element lacking in the single 
vocation is drastic and obvious change of 
life style. The couple newly-married have 
monumental changes to face. The bride 
changes her name and the couple 
probably establish a new home. 

Women and men Religious sometime 
take new names and always new titles. 
They move in with a new ‘‘family”’ and 
sometime wear a distinguishing habit or 
collar as an outward sign of their inner 
commitment. 

In order to better understand the 


_ vocation to singleness, we must examine 


all aspects of the life style. Single people, 
themselves, suffer under the same 
misconceptions and prejudices as others 
who are not single. Such examination can 
lead to better understandings of the 
fullness and viability of our vocation. 

Singles need to appreciate the 
expansiveness of the vocation rather than 
focus on the constrictions. Our singleness 
affords us freedoms not open to married 
people or Religious. We must understand 
the many ways we have exercised choice 
in continuing our life style. 

Singles need to identify the 
commitments they make in their vocation 
in private and public ways. Everyone 
needs a fuller understanding of vocation. 
It is not a. one-time ceremony, but a 
constant call to witness to an idea, a 
dream, a belief from within our hearts 
and minds. 

Vocation — to whatever state — is a 
dynamic, a call to live, to be, to do.

The challenge of vocation statistics 


~“F respectfully recommend that we initiate, 
encourage and otherwise support a study of the 
real causes of the shortage’’ of vocations to the 
priesthood, Auxiliary Bishop Nicolas Walsh of 
Seattle said in remarks before the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops last November 
during its annual national meeting. 

Bishop Walsh called attention to the many 
questions he hears people raising about the 
current vocation statistics. His prepared text 
follows: 


Since last summer the Catholic press in 
the United States has made us all more 


aware of the shortage of vocations to the ’ 


ordained priesthood. Recent studies and 
our own special task force, which is 
analyzing the results, are the occasion of 
this timely publicity. 

Many who heretofore were satisfied 
with the ‘‘God-will-provide’’ approach to 
the shortage of personnel and to the drop 
in numbers of candidates are now saying 
that God will indeed provide, but that all 
must use their gifts to come up with a 
solution. 

They know that the situation does not 
allow us to take the comfortable posture of 
simply waiting and letting another 
generation solve the problem which faces 
ours. Some are incorrectly portraying the 
bishops of our country as leaders who in 
the face of it all are naively asking, 
“‘What problem?’’ 

They do not know what pain we suffer 
as we see the depletion of our ranks and as 
we consider the needs of a growing 
family. 

The figures which alarm them are: that 
the median age of our priests is 52, that 


we have only 4,000 students for the — 


priesthood in our theologates at the 
moment; that 20 years from now we can 
expect to have about 25,000 active 
priests. 

They are learning that Sisters, Brothers 
and deacons are heading up pastoral 
staffs, that parishes are being established 
without hope of having resident priests, 
that parishes and missions are being 
consolidated or closed, that our priests are 
suffering from stress, burnout and 
frustration, and that early retirement 
requests are mounting. As this is 
happening, our Catholic population 
continues to increase. 

Silent and uninformed on the subject 
for a long time, or perhaps simply closing 
their eyes to the situation, the laity are 
now asking in public about the shortage

Is the vocation to the priesthood lost in 
the maze of ministries programs which, in 
the opinion of some, have reduced the 
priesthood to a level of service equal to 
“others not demanding the same unique 
charisms? Why are service programs 
attracting more of our young men than do 
our priestly vocation programs? 

Is the phenomenon saying something 
about a permanent commitment, or 
about celibacy or about the manner in 
which options are presented? Professional 
people who know the value of sound 
sociological research ask if we really are in 
touch with causes which are deeper than 
some suggested by questions just cited. 

Young people who mingle with 
seminarians on university campuses ask, 
“Is this the type of priest we need and 
want?’’ Without their realizing it, they 
too look for the kind of candidate who fits 
the description of the ideal youth of our 
day to whom the Holy Father and bishops 
of the council directed their final words: 
the pure, respectful, sincere, obedient 
youth in whose hands ‘‘the torch’’ would 
be carried with dignity, dedication and 
sacrifice. : 

Are we appealing to and attracting this 
kind? If not, what must be done about it? 

Some are wondering aloud, as we 
ourselves did at Collegeville, about our 
role and the way we project it. They are 
saying, as we have said, that our being 
seen as pastors will have positive effects 
on the vocation picture. Correctly, they 
relate this to the vocation crisis. 

Our role as personal witnesses, to quote 
a Roman document, is ‘‘an 
element...particularly necessary in the 
promotion of vocations...since people 
come to understand the life of a 


priest...through their relations with living 
-people.’’ 
To their credit, some of the laity are 
- examining their own lives and about ‘‘the 
spirit of faith, love and reverence in 
Catholic homes’’ which ideally serve as a 
_ “‘kind of introductory seminary.”’

CHURCH 
MINISTRIES 


Throughout history men and women have 
answered their baptismal call to Gospel 
living in various ways. There have always 
been those who felt called to devote their 
entire talents and energies to making the 
message of the Lord’s Good News come 
alive in a special way, through full time 
ministry to the people of God. 


SISTER 


The Sister is called to be a woman of prayer 
and commits herself, in some way, to 
respond to the variety of needs within the 
Church while living a vowed life. She 
commits herself to God and His People 
within a particular community, and through 
vows of poverty, celibacy, and obedience. 
Though there are 701 different congregations 
of women Religious in the United States, 
there are commonalities in their life-style 


- and, even more so, in their process of 


affiliation. Initial formation includes at least 
one year of novitiate, usually two; the taking 
of temporary vows or promises; and the final 
public commitment to the vowed life of the 
community. 


MEMBER OF A 
SECULAR INSTITUTE 


A secular institute member is a lay man or 
woman who dedicates his or her life to giving 
Christian witness. He/she makes private 
vows of poverty, celibacy, and obedience, 
chooses any job he/she likes, and does not 
live in community. There is a period of 
acceptance and preparation before final 
vows are professed. 


DIOCESAN 
PRIEST 


The diocesan priest is called to be a leader of 
the Christian community as a minister of 
Word and Sacrament. He commits himself to 
a life of prayer and service to God’s people 
within a particular diocese. Together with 
other diocesan priests and his bishop, he 
helps to meet.the many different needs of 


people. A diocesan priest is primarily a~ 


parish priest, but can serve, also, as a 
campus minister, a teacher, a social worker, 
a hospital, jail, or military chaplain, or 
wherever a need arises. He does not profess 
“vows” as do Religious priests, but makes 
promises of celibacy and obedience. His 
education usually consists of four years of 
college and four years of theology. 


BROTHER 


A Brother is a man who desires to dedicate 
himself to growing in love with the Lord 
through prayer, the vows and ministry to the 
People of God. This love of God is often 
expressed in terms of service — a Brother's 
way of showing concern for the needs of 
others, and demonstrating his desire for a 
better life in God for himself and others. A 
Brother lives a life of community, 
commitment and service. His vows of 
poverty, celibacy and obedience free him to 
do this. His education and training is done in 
terms of the preparation needed for the 
ministry he will be doing. 


RELIGIOUS 
PRIEST 


Like the diocesan priest, the Religious priest 
is called to be a leader of Word and 
Sacrament in the Christian community, and 
attempts to meet special needs within the 
Church. The Religious priest does this by 
committing himself to living, praying, and 
working in a religious community, and 
through vows of poverty, celibacy, and 
obedience. Preparation usually includes four 
years of college, a novitiate year, and four 
years in a program of theology. 


DEACON 


A man 32-65 years of age, married or single, 
who desires to serve the Church in ministry 


of the liturgy, Word, and service can become: 


a deacon. The man must spend at least four 
years in a program of spiritual, pastoral, and 
theological formation. Training in 
specialized ministries: hospital or nursing 
home visitation,. marriage preparation, 
tribunal work, counseling, religious 
education, and many others can be provided. 


LAY PASTORAL 
MINISTER 


A lay pastoral minister is a lay man or woman 
who participates actively in the mission of 
the Church through discipleship, service, 
and empowerment., Participants are 
commissioned to serve within the diocese 
for any one of many ministries.

work is setting up support groups of men 
and women. The female groups 
sometimes spend an evening at a 
community. 


WHEN A young person calls the 
vocations office, he or she is invited in for 
an interview. ‘‘If they are interested they 
are invited to participate in the vocations 
program,’’ Father Escalante said. 


They can opt for any or all of the 
activities, including retreats, support 
groups and spiritual direction provided 
by priests and Sisters. 


Once a person leaves a vocation 
retreat, it is important they are not just 
left on their own. A spiritual director — 
‘someone with whom they can continue 
the journey’’ — is assigned to each person 
who wants one. 


THOSE WHO are interested in the 
priesthood go to retreats at St. Francis 
Seminary where ‘‘they can get an 
experience ‘of seminary: life,’’ Sister 
Bonnie said. The diocese doesn’t have a 
formation house, so it is ‘‘vital’’ that 


women ‘“‘visit convents so they can 
experience the life of a novice,’’ she 


added. 


The vocations team was hesitant to give 
the number of young people that are in 
the program since some are very active 
and others aren’t. 


But, they said, vocations are fairly 
healthy in this diocese, compared to 
others. For instance, this year’s 
enrollment at St. Francis Seminary is 36 
— the highest total in almost 10 years. 


BUT THAT figure pales in 
comparison to the number of vocations in 
pre-Vatican II days. Whose fault is that? 


Just as vocations are the ‘‘responsibility 
of everyone,’’ Father Peter said, a lack of 
vocations is the fault of everyone. ‘‘I 
wouldn’t want to put the fault on any one 
particular group. We are all corporately 
responsible for what hasn’t happened. 
The hierarchy on through all would have 
to acknowledge a failure to do our part.”’ 


Sister Bonnie was more specific. ‘‘I 


believe the Lord is still calling people and 
I just lay a lot of the blame on the role

teaching with a subjectivism of following 
one’s own so-called conscience.”’ 


“‘IN THE past 25 years, many of the 
ordinary faithful, especially young people 
and those without deep faith, have 
embraced the sensate culture and lost 
their faith,’’ he said. 


At the same time, he said, ‘‘many of 
the more serious laity, Religious and 
clergy...have accepted pseudosex but 
tried to harmonize it with their faith and 
in doing so have more or less consciously 
embraced neo-Gnosticism.’’ 


Neo-Gnosticism derives from historical 
precedents such as Gnosticism and 
Albigensianism, which were heresies 
characterized by a view that reduced 
reality to human consciousness, Grisez 
said. ; 

GNOSTICISM, WHICH arose in the 
second century, embraced the dualistic 
view of God and humanity, emphasizing 
the separateness between the bodily and 
the spiritual.

He outlined the rejection of received 
Christian moral teaching, denial that 
human beings really can live pure and 
holy lives, and the assertion that God’s

OTHER ELEMENTS include a 


reduction of dogma to ‘‘merely symbolic 
status,’’ denial that Scripture and 
doctrine have absolute significance, and 
rejection of the pope and other bishops as 
successors of the apostles. 


Grisez said that neo-Gnosticism has 
grown rapidly because of the 
“‘surrounding culture,’’ - which is 
“enslaved by pseudosex’’ and presents 
temptations to Christians. 


Although the “‘sensate culture’’ is not 
new, ‘“‘Catholics generally used to 
recognize the alien character of this 
culture and only recently surrendered to 
it,”’ he said. 


OTHER CAUSES are weaknesses in 
classical Christian spirituality, which was 
‘too other-worldly,’’ and _ internal 
weaknesses within the Catholic Church, 
Grisez added. 


Although neo-Gnosticism ‘‘seems 
strong,’’ said Grisez, ‘‘it is really very 
weak.’’ 


“‘Neo-Gnosticism is a very unstable 
amalgam of pseudosex, pseudospirituality 
and pseudotheology,’’ he said. “It eases 
the way of people who are losing their 
faith and abandoning their vocational 
commitments, but it makes no converts 
from unbelief.’’ 
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models — the priests and Sisters 
themselves. I hate to articulate that. I 
dont feel we offer them support, 
encouragement and time,” she said. 
Convents and rectories often are ‘‘not 
inviting,’’ she said. 


THE LIFE of a Religious or cleric ‘‘is 
not just something you learn in a book,”’ 
Father Peter said. If priests and Sisters 
would share their lives with prospective 
vocations, there would be ‘‘a growing 
realization that God does call you as you 
are,’’ he added. 


The laity needs to accept its 
responsibility in the vocations picture, 
they agreed. People in the pews should 
approach youngsters and ask them if they 
have considered a vocation, they said. 


Some lay people are answering the call 


to foster vocations, they said. The Serra 
Club has been a ‘“‘tremendous support’”’ 
to the vocation team’s efforts, they noted. 


ABOUT HALF of the diocese’s 
parishes have vocations committees. 
Some of those lay groups raise money to 
buy vocations materials, have vocations 
contests and take children on tours of 
convents and the seminary. 


Father Escalante and Sister Bonnie find 
their work rewarding. ‘‘I consider it a 
great privilege to share in the spiritual 
journey of so many young people...who 
are serious and want to give the Lord a 
chance to work in their lives,’’ Sister said. 


Father Peter’s work in the vocations 
office convinced him that ‘‘being a 
diocesan priest, I see it as playing an 
important role in the future of diocesan 
life.”’

How real is the shortage of priests right now? A 
number of U.S. dioceses are already adjusting to the fact, 
and more will be facing the problem before too long. 


(The much-publicized telephone surveys of American 
Catholics conducted by pollster George Gallup on how to 
solve the vocations problem only confuse the issue. His 
periodic pronouncements about the inevitability of 
women priests or married priests notwithstanding, it is 
the call of God, the response of the individual, and the 
confirmation of that call by the bishop alone at the time of 
ordination that validates vocation.) 


CONSIDER THE situations in other parts of the U.S. 
right now as the San Diego diocese thinks in terms of 
building and opening new parishes — the problem right 
now seems to be one of financing new parishes, not 
finding the priests to staff them: 


© Steubenville, Ohio. The Senate of Priests, 
anticipating ‘‘priestless Sundays,”’ is looking at ways to 
prepare the Catholic faithful to accept the idea that 
increasingly, instead of Mass, laity will have to conduct 
communion services in conjunction with a Liturgy of the 


Word. 


@ Milwaukee. ‘‘Rather than close or consolidate 
parishes, we believe that there is another alternative that. 
not only enables us to preserve our uniqueness, but also to 
reach out and help each other in a productive way,”’ said 
the pastor of one of two inner-city parishes now 
established as a ‘‘parish cluster.’’ Archbishop Rembert 
G. Weakland has apparently approved the move, which 
might set a pattern for the future in which a team of 
priests would live together in a common rectory, share 
their meals and prayer, but minister to a number of 
parishes which will stay open, but without a resident 
pastor. 


e Tulsa, Oklahoma. Bishop Eusebius Beltran has 
already established the first ‘‘pastoral team’’ to serve 
several parishes at one time. The priests will perform 
those duties proper to the ordained priesthood, but will be 
joined by one deacon and two lay women who will 
actually administer the parishes, a possibility envisioned 
under the new Code of Canon Law. 


¢ Indianapolis. An interim plan to deal with the 
expected loss of 26 priests over the next five years involves 
two or more parishes to be served by one pastor; giving 
priests the option of being assigned to a common 
residence serving in the same geographical area; the on- 
site presence, where needed, of a non-ordained ““pastoral 
minister;’’ the ‘‘regional appointment”’ of some priests to 
a specific ministry embracing several parishes; and a 
review of the liturgy schedules in all parishes of the 
archdiocese. 


© Denver, Colo. Just having one priest in the parish 
will be something to be thankful for, said Father 
Lawrence St. Peter, vicar for priests. ‘‘We have to get the 
word out that we are short of priests (and it is) going to get 
worse...people are going to be upset because they can’t 
have two or three priests in their parish.”’ 


© Cincinnati, Ohio. In the next 17 years, the number 
of priests in the archdiocese will drop from 465 to as low 
as 300, and upwards of one-third of those remaining will 
be over the retirement age, compared to 11 percent now. 
Father Chris Hall, director of clergy personnel, says his 
successor at the turn of the century will have fewer priests 
but more permanent deacons and laity to work with, 
releasing priests for sacramental and pastoral duties only; 
the others will take over parish administration. 


¢ Omaha, Neb. St. James parish, under the 
leadership of its pastor, Father William Fitzgerald, has 
hired a full-time ‘‘business administrator’? because 
‘‘pastoral ministry should be the priority of priests.”’ 


e Racine, Wisc. A Dominican Sister from here is 
associate pastor of a small, rural parish in Arkansas. The 
entire state is one diocese, with only 58 active and 17 
retired priests. Her pastor now serves three rural 
parishes, each almost 50 miles from the other. As 
associate, the Sister will assist with sacramental 
preparation, crisis counseling, visit the sick, and develop 
programs in adult spirituality. y 

e Hartford, Conn. Archbishop John R. Whealon has 
ordered, after next Jan. 1: no more than one Saturday 
evening vigil Mass for the Sunday obligation; Masses at 
least 90 minutes apart; the elimination of Sunday Masses 
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where the church is less than half full; and the elimination 
of all Sunday Masses after 12:30 p.m. Priests were 
reaching high levels of exhaustion by being called upon to 
celebrate ‘‘too many Masses’’ with insufficient attention 
to liturgical quality, said the archbishop. 


But in the Diocese of San Diego, more Catholics will 
need more parishes, and the expectation is that, vocations 
shortage or not, there will be sufficient priests to meet the 
need. Why the apparent optimism in the face of a 
downward national trend? 


For one thing, the diocese may have already weathered 
the worst as far as the shortage of college-level 
seminarians goes, said Msgr. Henry F. Fawcett, rector of 
St. Francis Seminary. The ‘‘lean years’’ at St. Francis 
were the mid-70s; in 1977 the seminary had only 18 
seminarians, divided equally between San Diego and San 
Bernardino. It now has about twice the number, and 
except for three from the Phoenix diocese, all are slated 
for the diocesan priesthood if they go on to theology and 
ordination. 


‘“AS THE present clergy ages, that’s where the crunch 
is going to come in,’’ said Msgr. Fawcett. ‘‘We are now 
experiencing the low-point we had in college. We have 
not been ordaining a sufficient number of men even to 
maintain ourselves, but we do have a number of priests 
coming in from other dioceses.”’ 


Although encouraged by the present full capacity at the 
seminary, Msgr. Fawcett is cautious about speaking of 
this as a trend at this point. The vocations shortfall eight 
years or so ago at the college level means that at the most 
the diocese will ordain four priests over the next three 
years. 


But, he points out, the diocese sent six men to theology 
this year alone, and the seminary population is slightly 
older, much more mature, better able to deal with a 
number of personal issues, including human sexuality 
and celibacy, factors which would seem to indicate a 
higher percentage of young men making it all the way to 
ordination and living out their vocation as priests. 


THE VOCATIONS picture is rosier in the diocese 
now, said Msgr. Fawcett, and he listed several reasons for 
this, including the priests themselves, who are 
encouraging vocations. ‘‘A good number of men are here 
because parish priests took an interest in them.”’ 


Vocations personnel in the diocese are maintaining 
close personal contacts with young men interested in the 
priesthood, and a group of priests is available for spiritual 
direction as well; the twice-yearly vocations retreats are 
also a plus, said Msgr. Fawcett. 


“I think people are praying. Consciousness...has been 
raised. A lot of the credit goes to the Serra Club.”’ 


THE EXPERIENCE of being an altar boy also plays a 
part in developing priestly vocations, said Msgr. Fawcett. 
“‘The more contact boys and young men have with 
priests, the more apt they are to consider priesthood as an 
option in life.” 

Too broad a use of the term “‘ministry’’ can lead to 
confusion about the uniqueness of the priesthood and 
sacred ordination, noted Msgr. Fawcett, who sees them 
devolving from the ministry of the bishop. 


“It’s obvious that the bishop is not just one of a 
number of ministers. His presence is a sacramental 
presence. I define priesthood in terms of sacramental 
presence, a living witness to the faithfulness of the Risen 
Lord to the community. It is the focal point of all other 
ministries, which flow from and lead to the Eucharist.’’ 


THE ‘‘HOPP’’ is that the diocese will add 10 parishes 
during the years to come, says Father Mark Campbell, 
director of the clergy personnel board. A committee of 
pastors and associates, chaired by Auxiliary Bishop 
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Vocations shortfall? Impact may be lessened here 


Gilbert E. Chavez, has already studied the feasibility of 
such a move, and ‘‘new parishes will come, on a need 
basis, because of the extreme cost of starting one up.” 


If there is one word to describe the situation the diocese 
finds itself in today, the word is ‘‘fortunate,’’ said Father 
Campbell. Priests from Mexico, Spain, the Philippines 
and Vietnam have come to the diocese to serve the 
Spanish-speaking and the influx of refugees from 
Southeast Aasia. 


‘‘Quite a number of men choose to come here from 
other dioceses because of the weather and because the 
Church is alive and flourishing here in San Diego,”’ he 
said. 


THE DIOCESE currently has 272 active priests (47 of 
them Religious), not counting the two bishops, and 39 
retired priests, many of them supplying for weekend 
Masses, others with ministries of their own in several of 
the parishes. Programs of continuing education, priests’ 
support groups, the Ministry to Priests’ program, and the 
fact that ‘“‘people are very responsive to their priests — 
they become involved and support their efforts,’’ are 
additional inducements to those priests who move into the 
diocese, said Father Campbell. 


The preparation of priests for the diocese — “‘one of 
the highest rates in the country for graduate work’? — 
and opportunities for varied ministry — “‘the more 


qualified a man is the better he can serve the people’? — 
adds to the ‘“‘newness and youthfulness of the Church 
here,’’ said Father Campbell. 


“Our younger priests are very fulfilled, and we 
haven’t lost that many proportionate to other dioceses,’’ 
he said. Of the few who have left the priesthood, ‘‘the 
reasons are as varied as the men themselves...probably a 
dissatisfaction or disenchantment with their ministry, not 
just to get married.” 


WHAT ABOUT the future? 


‘*I would be very optimistic,’’ said Father Campbell. 
‘“As we look at (our) history to date, it’s been very 
favorable...the .eality is that we have a_ healthy 
presbyterate in San Diego.”’

U.S. priest dead in Honduras: ‘Loopholes exist’

Honduran military officials have 
reported the death of a former Jesuit, 
Father James Francis Carney, 58, but 
members of his family and the Society of 
Jesus said they have doubts about the 
government’s report. 


Col. Cesar Elvir Sierra said Father 
Carney, from St. Louis, died of 
exhaustion caused by a lack of food. He 
said the priest died while trying to flee 
Honduran troops with a rebel force in the 
Olancho province during a government 
sweep of a mountainous area near the 
Nicaraguan border. 


HE PROVIDED no other details of 
Father Carney’s death, including the date 
he died. He did say that guerrilla leader 
Jose Maria Reyes Mata was killed Sept. 
18 during the drive. 

However, Father Carney’s sister, 
Virginia Smith, said, ‘‘We’re not sure 
he’s dead; there is no body and no one 
saw him die.’’ 


‘Department 


Jesuit Father Jose Maria Tojeira, the 
superior for Jesuits in Honduras, said he 
doubted the official version of Father 
Carney’s death. ‘‘Loopholes exist in the 
version of his death which we hope will be 
clarified in time.”’ 


JOHN CAULFIELD, a USS. State 
Department press officer, said the State 
“is looking into reports’’ 
concerning Father Carney’s death and 
has sent an official from the consulate in 
Tegucigalpa to the area where he 
“reportedly died.’’ 


His death and the conditions 
surrounding it ‘‘cannot be confirmed at 
this point,’’ Caulfield said. 


Father Carney left the Society of Jesus 
last June 6 after 35: years, said Jesuit 
Father Ronald T. Zinkle, director of the 
Jesuit Mission Bureau for the Missouri 
Province. He was still a priest in fede 
standing.

Senate lifts ban on U.S.-Vatican ties 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The Senate 
began paving the way for full diplomatic 
relations with the Vatican Sept. 22 when 
it approved legislation lifting a 100-year- 
old ban on appointing a U.S. ambassador 
to the Holy See. 


There was no recorded vote and only 
limited discussion on the measure, offered 
as an amendment by Sen. Richard Lugar 
(R-Ind.) to a State Department 
authorization bill. 


THE HOUSE already has approved 
its State Department bill, but without the 
amendment on Vatican relations. 
Differences between the two bills — 
including the Vatican diplomacy issue — 
will be ironed out by a House-Senate 


conference committee. 


President Reagan currently has a 
“‘personal. representative’ to the Holy 
See, William Wilson. And the Vatican 
has an ‘‘apostolic delegate’’ in 
Washington, Archbishop Pio Laghi. 


Archbishop Laghi serves primarily as 
papal representative to the Church in the 
United States but also occasionally meets 
in an unofficial capacity with U.S. 
government officials, including Reagan. 


IF FULL diplomatic relations are 
established, the: apostolic delegation in 
Washington presumably would be 
upgraded to a papal nunciature, the name 
given to the Holy See’s embassies abroad. 
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America, Mrs. Smith said. 


Father Carney was a member of the 
Missouri province until about a year-and- 
a-half-ago when he and several Jesuits 
working in Honduras asked to be 
reassigned to the Central America 
province, Father Zinkle said. 


Mrs. Smith said that Jesuits working in 
Honduras heard reports of Father 
Carney’s death on Honduran television 
Sept. 19 and notified the family. 


SHE AND other family members have 
been in contact with the State 
Department and the U.S. Embassy, 
however, ‘‘we don’t have any answers,”’ 
she said. ‘“The embassy said there are six 
different versions of his death.’’ 


Father Zinkle said that Jesuit 
missionaries working in Honduras went 
to the military Sept. 20, but they ‘‘heard 
nothing.’’ They tried to get custody of the 
body for the family, but received ‘‘no 
cooperation.”’ 


Father Tojeira said, ‘‘We do not know 
who to turn to because the army says it 
does not have the body.”’ 


FATHER CARNEY had lived and 
worked in Central America for 25 years. 
Father Zinkle said that while still a Jesuit 
Father Carney worked with the 
campesinos (poor farmers.) 


He was a ‘“‘gentle man, a holy priest 
and single-minded in his efforts to help 
the poor and to get justice,’’ Mrs. Smith 
said. ‘‘He was not popular with the 
government.”’ 

In the 1960s Father Carney was 


instrumental in starting the National 
Association of Honduran Peasants. He 


became a Honduran citizen in 1973 and 
adopted the name Guadalupe so he could 
be, in his words, ‘‘better identified with 
my people.’’ 


IN NOVEMBER 1979 he was 
arrested, deprived of his Honduran 
citizenship and deported to the United 
States on charges of subversion. Student 
groups protested his expulsion by 
occupying the cathedrals in Tegucigalpa 
and San Pedro Sula. 


In December 1979, the priests’ council 
of the Santa Rosa de Copan Diocese in 
Honduras told the Honduran people that 


-members of the military junta and any 


one who had a part in expelling the priest 
were excommunicated. Sources at Santa 
Rosa de Copan said _ the 
excommunication was approved by 
Bishop Jose Carranza of that See. 


rs. Smith said that Father Carney 
returned to Central America late in 
December with a Nicaraguan visa. The 
last mail she received from him was 
postmarked Managua, Nicaragua. 


COL. SIERRA said Father Carney 
had joined the guerrillas and had received 
guerrilla training in Cuba and 
Nicaragua. 


If the priest had joined the guerrillas, 
he was there as their chaplain, Mrs. 
Smith said. ‘‘He wanted to be a chaplain 
to the freedom fighters. He said they 
needed a priest just like anyonecelse.’’ 

Mrs. Smith said that her brother ‘‘lived 


with the poor, ate with them and plowed 
the fields with them.”’

Los Incas 
del Perti decian que la ‘‘pacham-mama’”’ 
o tierra madre, era de donde nacian los 
hombres. 


Igualmente, fuego y luz, eran simbolos 
poderosos. El fuego da calor y alumbra, 
pero también destruye. 


Los Aztecas de México tenian rituales 
para complacer al dios de la luz.

La Conferencia de Obispos de 
Nicaragua emitié un documento el 31 de 
agosto, criticando el proyecto ' del 
gobierno para el establecimiento de una 
ley de servicio militar bajo los 
Sandinistas.

El gobierno dijo que la ley era 
necesaria porque el pais esta amenazado 
por guerrillas respaldadas por los Estados 
Unidos.

Hollywood has never shown undue 
regard for historical accuracy. The other 
night on television, I finally. caught up 
with an old Errol Flynn movie that I had 
been wanting to see, The Charge of the 
Light Brigade. 

I was only moderately astounded to 
learn that the immortal blunder at 
Balaklava wasn’t a blunder after all, but 
an entirely successful action that took 
place because of the heroic resolve of a 
young officer, previously unknown to 
history. He was determined to give his 
regiment a chance to even an old score 
with a wily and villainous khan now allied 
with the Russians and ensconced on the 
heights right behind all those big guns. 


AND NOW nearly five decades later 
we find Hollywood still up to its old tricks 
with Lawrence Kasdan’s The Big Chill. 


Kasdan was the man, you may 
remember, who as _ scriptwriter for 
Raiders of the Lost Ark, depicted the 
Afrika Korps in secure possession of 
Egypt in 1936, presumably having 
surprised Field Marshal Montgomery by 
showing up a few years early for their big 
date. 


The Big Chill purports to be a drama of 
lost hope, a lament for the idealism of the 
’60s. Seven friends who lived together a 
decade-and-a-half ago while students at 
the University of Michigan gather for the 
funeral of the most brilliant of their 
number, a suicide. 


KASDAN DOESN’T do anything as — 


blatant here as revising Balaklava to make 
it into an Errol Flynn vehicle or handing 
Egypt over to the Nazis, but in terms of 
conveying the passion, confusion and 
idealism of the ’60s seen in rueful 
retrospect, he is still playing false with 
history and this time much more 
seriously. 


For The Big Chill is not supposed to be 
a fun movie. It’s supposed to be true. Yet 
the smug, closed world it portrays is so far 
from the truth as to recall Mary 
McCarthy’s controversial appraisal of 
another writer: ‘‘Every word she writes is 
a lie, including the ‘and’ and the ‘the.’ ”’ 


Kasdan and his co-author neglect to tell 
us just what kind of revolutionary and 
idealistic activity these ex-revolutionaries 
and ex-idealists were up to, a failure that 
springs perhaps as much from ignorance 
as from a desire to turn out a slick, glossy 
movie that will make it big at the box 
office. 


KASDAN TOLD The New York 
Times that he wanted to become a movie 
director in college. And so while studying 
and ‘‘going to the occasional 
demonstration,’’ Kasdan said, quite 
unself-consciously, that ‘‘he spent a lot of 
time going to the movies.”

After he got out of college, came the big 
chill: ‘‘Mr. Kasdan discovered it wasn’t 
easy to break into the film business.’’ The 
poor fellow had to work in advertising for 
a while, and he didn’t achieve what he 


wanted, together with fame and fortune, — 


until he was well into his 30s.- 


This is the kind of man — typical of so 
many young Hollywood directors — who 
has been anointed to convey the 
American experience to us. Aman whose 
most vivid experiences seem to have come 
not from messy old life but from the 
screen, a man, moreover, who had to wait 
until he was in his mid-30s to achieve 
success. 


LET’S TAKE a look at the people in 


The Big Chill. 


One of the group is a doctor. How did 
she keep up her grades to make medical 
school while she was marching on 
Washington in a platoon of the Armies of 
the Night? 

Another suffered a wound in Vietnam 
that has left him sexually incapacitated. 


But why did he go to Vietnam to begin . 


with if he was a revolutionary? 


A THIRD, who now writes for People 
magazine but then was a reporter on the 
campus newspaper, made the man who 
committed suicide famous, we are led to 
believe, by writing a column about him. 
Well, it may have been easy to become 
famous in the 60s, but even 60s protester 
Mark Rudd had to do something more 
than turn down a fellowship and get 
written up in his school paper. 


Finally, these bright, articulate, 
moderately to desperately disillusioned 
and unhappy people sit around all 
weekend and talk and talk, but never once 
does the name John Kennedy, Lyndon 


Johnson, Eugene McCarthy or Richard - 


Nixon come up. Nor, save as a place to be 
made impotent, does Vietnam or the 
bomb. 


Drugs, televison, jogging, sex, rock 
music and manipulation are big items, 
however, presumably because Kasdan 
does know something about these 
subjects. 

IF I MUST see a phoney movie, at 
least give me Errol Flynn.

After having played on the TV screens 
of the nation every night for the better 
part of a decade, the Vietnam War is back 
for a long-overdue return engagement 
with the American public. 


This time around, instead of the 
fragmentary bits and pieces of the day’s 
news, the events of the war are looked at 
within the larger context of the past 
through the 13-part series, Vietnam: A 
Television History, premiering Tuesday, 
Oct. 4, 9-10 p.m. on PBS (Channel 15 in 
San Diego). 

TEN YEARS after President Nixon 
declared the war over and brought the 
troops home, Americans find themselves 
as bitterly divided about Vietnam as they 
were then. This first ‘‘television war”’ 
was a painfully tragic experience not only 
for those who waged it but also for those 
watching its torturous course unfold with 
all the immediacy of the home screen. 


Because so many questions and issues 
about the war remain unresolved, the 
subject still stirs instant controversy. The 
aim of this documentary series is to clarify 
what actually happened in Southeast Asia 
by assembling the facts and presenting 
them within a rigorously objective 
historical perspective. Wherever there is a 
variance of opinion about events, it is not 
the narrator but those who took part in 
them who explain their different views. 


Establishing the historical background 
for the series is the Oct. 4 Roots of a War. 
A rapid montage of 2,000 years of the 
Vietnamese struggle to remain 
independent of more powerful neighbors, 


especially China, ends with its conquest 
as a French colony in 1885. A central 
portion of the program is devoted to a 
biography of Ho Chi Minh and his 
leading part in the struggle against the 
French and then the Japanese during 
World War II. 


SUPPORTED BY American arms 
and intelligence agents during the war, 
Ho declared the independence of 
Vietnam after the Japanese surrendered. 
The French, however, re-established their 
control and Ho’s appeals to Washington 
went unanswered. 


The result was The First Vietnam War 
(1946-1954), the program which airs the 
following night, Oct. 5, 9-10 p.m. The 11 
remaining programs air each week on 
Tuesdays at 9 p.m. until the series’ 
conclusion Dec. 20. 


The French experience in Vietnam, 
ending with the debacle at Dien Bien 
Phu, was as disastrous as that of the 
Americans later. The same mistakes were 
made in overestimating the power of 
military superiority and underestimating 
the strength of nationalistic patriotism — 
a lesson which should effect our policies in 
Central America. 


WRITTEN AND produced by Judith 
Vecchione, these first two programs 
establish the serious tone of this very 
ambitious undertaking. Narrated in a 
unemotional and objective manner, the 
series perhaps is able to effect a national 
catharsis, a step toward reconciliation of 


tthe American public over this tragic 


chapter in our history.
